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Diamond 
price  rises 
12  percent 


If  there  are  wedding  bells  in  the  air, 
now  is  the  time  to  buy  an  engagement 
ring,  says  one  local  diamond  broker. 

The  average  world  diamond  price 
jumped  12  percent  Thursday.  World 
political  situations  and  the  soaring 
price  of  gold  have  made  cut  diamonds 
“very,  very  hot”  and  some  investment 
stones  are  leaping  in  price  as  much  as 
30  to  40  percent,  said  Hergzy  Hasen- 
feld,  vice  president  of  Hasenfeld  and 
Stein  of  New  York.  The  price  increases 
are  effective  immediately. 

“The  12  percent  increase  affects  the 
one  carat  size  rough  diamonds  and 
larger,”  Hasenfeld  said.  “When  the  de¬ 
mand  is  greater,  you  raise  the  price  to 
make  what  you  can.” 

Hasenfeld  said  diamond  prices  will 
continue  to  rise  until  they  have  caught 
up  with  gold  prices. 

Ultimately,  all  price  increases  are 
the  work  of  the  DeBeers  diamond  car¬ 
tel.  DeBeers  regulates  80  percent  of  all 
diamonds  mined  in  the  world  and  owns 
nearly  all  .  copyrights  on  diamond 
I  cutting  tools,  said  Gary  Crane,  a 
'  broker  at  TransAmerican  Diamonds  in 
'Provo.  DeBeers  sells  stones  to  diamond 
cutters  on  a  monthly  basis.  Price  in- 
I, creases  usually  take  place  during  the 
5 monthly  purchases. 

I!  According  to  Crane,  price  increases 
probably  won’t  show  up  at  local  jewery 
stores  until  mid-February. 

“It  takes  the  jewelers  longer  to  catch 
on,”  Crane  said.  “They  don’t  contact 
'New  York  as  often.” 

Hasenfeld  said  smaller  diamonds 
such  as  those  used  in  most  jewlery 
shops  will  probably  jump  only  about 
four  percent  in  price. 

Kent  Flowers,  manager  at  Bullock 
and  Losee,  said  diamonds  make  up 
about  60  percent  of  the  price  of  an 
engagement  ring.  A  12  percent  average 
increase  could  mean  up  to  a  24  percent 
increase  in  the  finished  stone,  he  said.

monds  stems  from  more  institutions 
and  companies  seeing  diamonds  as  a 
good  investment,  Hasenfeld  said. 

“Although  it’s  just/'a  small  invest¬ 
ment  for  theinstitutions,  they  can  tri¬ 
ple  or  quadruple  our  sales  when  several 
of  them  invest,”  he  Said.  , 
“Investment  diamonds  have  never 
had  a  decrease  in  value  and  we  es¬ 
timate  diamonds  will  go  up  100  per¬ 
cent  by  the  end  of  the  year.”

A  fresh  outbreak  of  fighting  between 
Kurdish  rebels  and  government  forces 
has  taken  at  least  50  lives  in  western 
Iran,  a  rebel  spokesman  said  Thurs¬ 
day.  In  Tehran  the  revolutionary 
government  clamped  down  on 
demonstrations  in  an  apparent  effort 
to  head  off  further  clashes  between  lef¬ 
tists  and  their  foes. 

The  new  bloodshed  was  reported  as 
signals  grew  stronger  that  some 
progress  may  be  possible  in  resolving 
the  U.S.  Embassy  standoff  and  winn¬ 
ing  freedom  for  the  approximately  50 
American  hostages  in  Tehran,  who 
spent  their  89th  day  in  captivity 
Thursday. 

Optimism  in  Washington  focused  on 
a  “package  deal”  U.N.  Secretary- 
General  Kurt  Waldheim  has  been  try¬ 
ing  to  work  out  whereby  the  United 
Nations  would  launch  an  investigation 
of  the  alleged  crimes  of  the  ousted 
Shah  Mohammad  Reza  Pahlavi,  and 
the  Moslem  militants  holding  the  em¬ 
bassy  would  free  the  hostages.' 

A  U.N.  spokesman  said  at  noon 
Thursday  Waldheim  had  been  in  con¬ 
tact  with  Iranian  authorities  in  the 
previous  24  hours.  He  gave  no  details, 
but  said  he  might  have  more  to  divulge 
by  Friday. 

•It  was  not  known  whether  Waldheim 
was  in  touch  with  Iranian  Foreign 
Minister  Sadegh  Ghotbzadeh,  his 
previous  contact,  with  President-elect 
Abolhassan  Bani  Sadr  or  with  some 
other  Iranians. 

The  militants  occupying  the  em¬ 
bassy  have  insisted  throughout  the 
crisis  that  they  will  not  release  their 
captives  unless  the  shah  is  returned  to 
Iran. 


past  year  between  Kurdish  militants 
and  the  revolutionary  guards  of 
Ayatollah  Ruhollah  Khomeini’s 
Tehran  regime.  The  Kurds  are  seeking 
greater  local  rule  for  their  region. 

A  rebel  spokesman  in  the  Kurdish 
city  of  Sanandaj,  reached  by  telephone 
by  a  Western  journalist  in  Tehran,  said 
most  of  the  50  or  more  dead  and  scores 
wounded  in  two  days  of  fighting  were 
revolutionary  guardsmen.  The 
spokesman,  who  declined  to  be  iden¬ 
tified,  said  the  clashes  occurred  in  the 


towns  of  Kamyaran,  Bijar  and  Paveh. 

His  account  could  not  be  otherwise 
confirmed,  but  reports  reaching 
Tehran  on  Wednesday  had  spoken  of 
at  least  10  deaths. 

Dariush  Forouhar,  a  government 
representative  on  a  “goodwill  mission” 
that  has  been  trying  to  restore  peace  to 
Kurdistan,  contacted  two  Kurdish 
leaders  by  telephone  in  an  effort  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  cease-fire,  Tehran  Radio  said 
in  a  broadcast  monitored  in  London. 


Severe  winter  storm 
sweeps  across  U.S.

From  Mississippi  to  Maryland,  peo¬ 
ple  shoveled,  slipped  and  shivered 
Thursday  in  the  throes  of  a  snowstorm 
that  toppled  ice-laden  trees  and  power 
lines  and  left  thousands  in  the  South 
without  heat  in  a  bitter  cold. 

Iii  the  Mexican  border  town  of  Ti¬ 
juana,  meanwhile,  soldiers  and  volun¬ 
teers  waded  through  knee-deep  mud  in 
search  of  people  feared  drowned  by 
floodwaters  unleashed  by  a  burst  dam. 

The  unofficial  death  toll  in  Mexico 
rose  to  10,  all  missing  and  presumed 
drowned,  as  the  estimated  12,000  peo¬ 
ple  forced  from  their  homes  began 
returning  as  skies  cleared  and  the 
muddy  waters  receded.  Across  the  bor¬ 
der,  five  Americans  died  as  flooding  hit 
scattered  areas  of  Southern  California 
on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday. 

Heavy  snow,  ice  and  blustery  winds 
battered  most  of  the  southeastern 


states,  resulting  in  widespread  power 
outages,  school  closings  and  ice-glazed 
roads  throughout  the  region. 

At  least  a  half-foot  of  snow  was  on 
the  ground  and  temperatures  were 
near-and  below  freezing  in  several 
states. 

“It’s  snowing  like  crazy,”  said  a 
sheriffs  dispatcher  in  Tunica  County, 


no  major  traffic  problems,”  he  said. 

It  was  snowing  at  Hampton,  Va., 
when  Air  Force  One  arrived  from 
Greece  with  the  flaming  Olympic 
torch,  lit  Wednesday  in  Greece.

Legislators  kill  pay  hike 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah 
voters  may  be  allowed  to  decide  if  they 
want  a  constitutional  limit  on  state 
-spending,  but  they  won’t  be  allowed  to 
^decide  whether  to  give  legislators  a  pay 
raise. 

I-  The  House  decided  the  pay  issue  for 
them  on  Thursday.  And  the  answer 
was  no.  The  House  also  voted  Thurs¬ 
day  to  give  the  governor  and  other  top 
^elected  officials  a  pay  raise. 

'  Although  they  complained  that  $25- 
a-day  compensation  is  a  burden  on  a 


lawmaker’s  family  and  could  lead 
some  to  rely  on  “the  alms  of  lob¬ 
byists,”  legislators  voted  27-44  against 
a  constitutional  amendment  to  in¬ 
crease  their  daily  salary  to  $50. 

“A  full  100  percent  increase 
wouldn’t  go  well  with  voters,”  said 
Rep.  Keith  Jorgensen,  R-Logan. 

Sen.  Karl  Swan,  D-Tooele,  said  if 
lawmakers  were  worried  about  what  to 
tell  voters  this  fall,  they  should  con¬ 
sider  their  own  worth.

Late  Wednesday  afternoon,  the 
House  voted  to  let  voters  decide  if  a 
constitutional  lid  should  be  clamped 
on  state  government  spending.  But 
voters  won’t  be  allowed  to  place  the 
same  restraints  on  cities  and  counties. 

While  the  House  Thursday  voted 
pay  raises  for  the  governor  and  other 
top  elected  officials,  legislators  sharply 
reduced  the  amount  of  the  increase 
from  levels  proposed  by  an  executive 
salary  committee. 

Under  provisions  of  the  bill,  the 
governor’s  salary  would  go  from  $40,- 
000  a  year  to  $44,000.  The  attorney 
general’s  pay  would  jump  from  $30,000 
to  $33,500.  The  lieutenant  governor, 
auditor  and  treasurer  all  get  $26,500  a 
year  now,  but  the  bill  would  increase 
their  salaries  to  $29,400. 

The  proposed  pay  hikes  were  about 
double  the  amount  finally  approved  by 
the  House,  and  in  line  with  the  10  to  12 
percent  pay  increase  state  employees 
are  likely  to  receive. 

If  passed  by  the  Senate  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  voters,  the  constitutional 
spending  limit  amendment  would  tie 
state  government  and  public  education 
spending  to  growth  in  personal  income 
and  population.

A  build-up  of  combustible 
chemicals  inside  Signetics,  an  Orem 
computer  parts  manufacturing  plant, 
nearly  caused  a  major  explosion 
Thursday  night.  The  chemical  build¬ 
up  followed  a  power  failure. 

The  explosion  was  averted  after  the 
backup  power  generator  restored  the 
plant’s  ventilation  system. 

Orem  Fire  Marshall  Brent  Halla- 
day  said  the  power  failure  was  caused 
by  a  short  in  a  new  circuit  breaker. 

The  plant  is  located  on  the  corner 
of  800  East  and  the  BYU  Diagonal 
east  of  the  University  Mall. 

When  the  power  went  out  at  8:30 
p.m.,  the  plant’s  ventilation  system 
also  stopped  operating. 

The  plant’s  350  swing-shift  em¬ 
ployees  were  immediately  evacuated 
from  the  building, 

Fumes  .from  chemicals  used  in 
making  integrated  circuits  for  com¬ 
puters,  televisions  and  radios  were 
released  into  the  building.  Halladay 
said  fumes  filled  the  building  for  ap¬ 
proximately  30  minutes  before  the 
backup  power  system  dispursed  the 
fumes. 


“Mostly  solvents  and  acid  fumes 
filled  the  building,”  Halladay  ex¬ 
plained.  “These  are  almost  as  Com¬ 
bustible  as  gasoline.” 

The  possibility  of  an  initial  solvent 
and  acid  fire  was  not  the  firemen’s 
major  concern,  Halladay  added. 
Firemen  were  afraid  the  solvents  and 
acids  would  trigger  a  larger  explosion 
of  three  other  chemicals  in  the  plant. 
The  chemicals,  arsine,  phosphine 
and  siline,  are  highly  toxic  and  com¬ 
bustible. 

“For  example,  six  parts  per  million 
of  arsine  can  kill  a  human,”  Halladay 
said.  “Siline  explodes  on  contact 
with  water  or  air.  Just  static  elec¬ 
tricity  could  set  it  off.” 

Ron  Schmelling,  a  Signetics  super¬ 
visor,  said  the  .siline,  arsine  and 
phosphine  are  kept  in  bottles  in  fire 
proof  rooms.  “Unless  we  had  a  defec¬ 
tive  valve,  the  chances  of  their  ex¬ 
ploding  is  slim,”  Schmelling  said. 

The  plant  also  has  storage  tanks  of 
hydrogen  and  liquid  nitrogen  near 
the  main  building  where  the  power 
outage  occurred.  Schmelling  said  the 
possibility  of  these  tanks  exploding 
was  slight.

Mrs.  Campbell  was  scheduled  to  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  show  with  Mrs.  Johnson 
but  the  latter  refused  to  appear  with 
Mrs.  Campbell.

“People  have  asked  many  questions 
and  we  have  been  given  the  chance  to 
answer  those  questions.  We  have  been 
given  the  opportunity  to  voice  our  feel¬ 
ings  and  to  state  our  beliefs,”  she  said. 

Mrsl  Smith  reaffirmed  the  church’s 
position  that  Mrs.  Johnson  was  not  ex¬ 
communicated  for  her  pro-ERA  stand, 
but  rather  for  talking  against  Prophet 
Spencer  W.  Kimball  and  undermining 
the  missionary  effort. 

She  also  said  that  the  LDS  Church 
teaches  honesty  and  truth  and  Mrs.

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Dutch  queen  abdicates  throne 


AMSTERDAM,  Netherlands  —  Queen  Juliana, 
telling  the  Dutch  people  her  powers  have  faded 
with  age,  announced  her  abdication  Thursday  af¬ 
ter  31  years  on  the  throne.  Her  daughter  Crown 
Princess  Beatrix  will  succeed  her,  carrying  on  the 
centuries-old  dynasty  of  the  House  of  Orange. 

The  70-year-old  Juliana  made  the  surprise  an¬ 
nouncement  in  a  national  television  broadcast 
from  Soestdijk  Palace,  25  miles  outside  Amster¬ 
dam. 

She  spoke  for  four  minutes,  presenting  just  the 
“sober  facts”  and  explaining,  “Now  is  not  yet  the 
moment  to  express  the  feelings  in  me.” 

She  said  she  would  step  down  April  30  on  her 
71st  birthday. 

Her  dramatic  disclosure  came  on  the  42nd 
birthday  of  Beatrix,  eldest  of  four  daughters  of  the 
queen  and  Prince  Bernhard.

IOC  quashes  Taiwan’s  Olympics 


Two  confess  in  manhunt  slaying 


OROVILLE,  Calif.  —  Two  white  men  who 
boasted  that  they  killed  a  black  man  because  they 
failed  to  find  any  animals  to  shoot  on  a  hunting 
trip  face  possible  life  imprisonment  after  pleading 
guilty  to  murder. 

James  T.  McCarter,  20,  and  Marvin  D.  Noor, 
19,  will  be  sentenced  Feb.  27.  They  pleaded  guilty 
Wednesday  to  first-degree  murder  charges  in  the 
killing  of  Jimmy  Lee  Campbell,  20. 

Campbell,  a  deaf  man  who  worked  in  a 
sheltered  workshop,  was  walking  along  a  railroad 
track  Jan.  13,  1979,  when  he  was  hit  in  the 
shoulder  with  a  .30-caliber  rifle  bullet  that  passed 
through  his  heart,  authorities  said. 

McCarter  and  Noor  were  arrested  the  next  day, 
along  with  Noor’s  girlfriend,  Dani  Lee  Shope,  24. 
She  pleaded  guilty  to  second-degree  murder  in 
November  and  drew  a  15-year  prison  term. 

“If  they  had  kept  their  mouths  shut,  we  never 
would  have  found  them,”  said  District  Attorney 
Will  Matley.  “But  they  went  home  and  bragged  to 
friends  and  neighbors.  We  got  an  anonymous 
telephone  call  and  arrested  them.” 

“They  admitted  all  this  afterward,”  Matley 
said. 

Matley  said  there  was  “evidence  Noor  had  a 
dislike  for  blacks.” 

He  said  McCarter,  who  fired  the  fatal  shot, 
“was  actually  the  meekest  of  them  all.” 

The  possibility  of  the  death  penalty  was 
eliminated  in  exchange  for  the  guilty  pleas,  which 
were  negotiated  over  the  many  months  after  the 
murder,  Matley  said. 


LAUSANNE,  Switzerland  —  A  proposal  by  a 
Swiss  judge  to  resolve  a  dispute  between  Taiwan 
and  the  International  Olympic  Committee  over 
Taiwan’s  role  in  the  Olympic  Games  was  quashed 
Thursday  ,by  the  IOC’s  Swiss  lawyer,  Francois 
Carrard,  as  an  “impossible”  suggestion. 

Court  President  Paul-Eugene  Rochat  proposed 
that  both  Taiwan  and  the  IOC  reach  some  com¬ 
promise  so  judges  could  avoid  handing  down  a  rul¬ 
ing  that  might  irrevocably  determine  Taiwan’s 
role  in  the  Games. 

Rochat  headed  a  panel  of  Swiss  judges  hearing 
an  appeal  by  Taiwan  to  overturn  an  IOC  decision 
that  Taiwan  must  change  its  official  name,  flag 
and  anthem  in  order  to  compete  in  this  year’s 
Olympics.  Taiwan’s  request  already  had  been  tur¬ 
ned  down  in  a  lower  Swiss  court. 


Food  prices  rising,  but  slower 


Grocery  prices  went  up  again  in  January,  but 
the  rate  of  increase  was  considerably  below  that  of 
December,  an  Associated  Press  marketbasket  sur¬ 
vey  shows. 

Much  of  the  moderation  could  be  traced  to 
declines  in  the  consumer  cost  of  eggs  and  frozen 
orange  juice  concentrate  at  many  of  the  super¬ 
markets  that  were  surveyed.  And  there  were  fewer 
increases  reported  for  beef  and  pork. 

The  value  of  the  AP’s  marketbasket  of  14 
grocery  items  rose  0.7  percent  in  January,  com¬ 
pared  with  a  2.6  percent  surge  in  the  final  month 
of  1979.  It  was  the  smallest  rise  in  four  months. 

Still,  the  overall  price  of  the  marketbasket  of 
goods  was  more  than  7  percent  higher  than  at  the 
end  of  January  1979,  reflecting  the  inflation  of  the 
intervening  months. 

The  12-month  rise  was  below  the  nearly  10  per¬ 
cent  increase  reported  for  the  12  months  ended  in 
December  because  of  a  2.7  percent  price  surge 
during  January  1979. 


Draft  protesters  voice  opinion

President  Carter’s  call  for  draft  registration  is 
;  prompting  old  anti-war  hands  to  join  in  protests  with 
students  who  were  grade  schoolers  when  the  nation’s 
■  campuses  erupted  in  opposition  to  the  Vietnam  War. 

“Suddenly  this  is  very  personal,”  said  an  uniden- 
;  tified  woman  at  a  protest  rally  that  drew  a  thousand 
people  at  Harvard  University.  “My  brother  burned 
his  draft  card  in  1968  and  now  it’s  my  turn.” 

Around  the  nation,  ad  hoc  groups  were  set  up, 
many  with  roots  in  Quaker  organizations  or  in  anti- 
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ing  considered  by  the  church  leaders. 

She  said  it  would  offer  many  challenges  but  that  it 
would  also  offer  many  rewarding  experiences  that  are 
not  always  available  to  sisters  now. 

“They  are  trying  this  in  my  own  ward  now  and 
women  of  all  ages  are  able  to  interact  together.  Some 
of  the  advantages  that  I  see  are  that  it  takes  down 
barriers  and  enables  women  to  come  together  and 
share  a  larger  variety  of  experiences. 

“Women  will  have  less  time  to  develop  a  lesson  and 
so  therefore  they  will  have  to  make  better  use  of  their 
time,”  she  said. 

Asked  whether  the  LDS  Church  had  taken  a  stand 
on  having  women  register  for  the  draft,  Mrs.  Smith 
said  that  as  far  as  she  knew  the  church  had  not  yet 
taken  a  stand  on  the  issue.  She  did  say,  however,  that 
her  personal  feelings  in  regard  to  the  situation  were 
that  women  should  not  be  required  to  register. 


war  organizations  of  the  1960s,  to  stage  protest 
marches  and  rallies.  Demonstrations  began  after 
Carter’s  State  of  the  Union  address  on  Jan.  23,  and 
more  are  scheduled  in  California,  Michigan,  Texas 
and  Missouri. 

At  Harvard  and  the  University  of  Michigan  in  Ann 
Arbor,  “Hell  no,  we  won’t  go”  was  the  familiar  refrain 
Wednesday;  at  Columbia  University,  about  50  pro¬ 
draft  and  anti-draft  protesters  scuffled  over  the 
American  flag  during  an  anti-draft  rally  that  drew 
500  people. 

At  some  campuses,  support  for  the  president  ran 
high.  Sixty-seven  percent  of  those  questioned  in  a 
random  telephone  survey  by  the  Ohio  State  Un- 
iverstiy  student  government  said  they  backed  draft 
registration.  And  63  percent  said  women  should  be 
required  to  register. 

But  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  a 
similar  survey  showed  68  percent  of  those  questioned 
opposed  reinstatement  of  the  draft.  Carter  has  not 
suggested  reinstituting  the  draft,  however.

The  claims,  totaling  $360,000,  have  been  filed  by 
members  of  the  student’s  family  and  by  Katharyn 
Naomi  Phelps,  a  BYU  student. 


On  Nov.  2  of  last  year,  an  Orem  Police  car  driven 
by  officer  Raymond  Bowles  was  reportedly  on  its  way 
to  assist  another  officer  when  it  collided  with  a  car 
driven  by  Richard  Lynn  Hyde,  21,  of  Bothell,  Wash. 


Hyde  was  killed  in  the  collision,  which  totalled  his 
small  car.  Miss  Phelps,  a  passenger,  was  injured. 

Members  of  Hyde’s  family  have  filed  a  claim 
against  Orem  City  for  $235,000  and  Miss  Phelps  has 
filed  a  $125,000  claim.  Both  claims  are  for  negligence 
on  the  part  of  Orem  city  regarding  traffic  control. 

Attorney  for  the  Hyde  family,  James  Black  of  Salt 
Lake  City,  said  Orem  has  not  answered  the  claims 
yet  and  has  90  days  to  do  so.  The  claims  were  filed  on 
Jan.  9  in  Fourth  District  Court. 

If  Orem  decides  against  paying  the  claims,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Hyde  family  and  Miss  Phelps  have  the  op¬ 
tion  of  dropping  the  claims  or  bringing  suit  against 
Orem. 

The  accident,  which  occurred  at  1800  S.  State,  was 
investigated  by  the  Utah  Highway  Patrol  and  Bowles 
was  cleared  of  responsibility.  The  report  faulted 
Hyde  for  failing  to  yield  the  right  of  way.

'Concentrate  on  likenesses' 


Four  elements  should  be  present  in  a  person’s  “blueprint  for 
living,”  according  to  Barbara  B.  Smith,  general  president  of  the 
Relief  Society,  who  delivered  the  keynote  address  of  the  Women’s 
Conference. 

The  conference  theme,  “Blueprints  for  Living,”  was  taken  from 
the  Women’s  Fireside  addresses  given  by  President  Spencer  W. 
Kimball.  Sister  Camilla  Kimball  was  in  attendance  for  Mrs. 
Smith’s  speech. 

Mrs.  Smith  compared  the  process  of  building  a  life  to  the 
process  of  building  a  house.  She  said  the  steps  required  in  both 
are  selecting  one’s  lot,  building  a  foundation,  constructing  a 
framework  and  finishing  the  structure. 

“The  first  step,”  she  said,  “begins  early  in  life.  Regardless  of 
circumstances,  you  must  ultimately  decide  what  kind  of  human 
being  you  are  going  to  be.” 

Mrs.  Smith  said  this  process  includes  decisions  about  one’s  at¬ 
titude  toward  life,  relationship  with  God,  education  and 
marketable  skills  and  selection  of  a  mate. 

Map  needed 

“A  careful  builder  always  has  a  contour  map  made  before  his 
work  actually  begins,”  she  said.  “You  too  should  remember  that 
in  living  your 'life  you  must  consider  the  lay  of  the  land.” 

Quoting  Matthew  7:24-27,  Mrs.  Smith  said,  “No  structure  can 
long  stand  upon  land  that  is  faulty. 

“A  good,  well-engineered  foundation  is  critical,”  she  con¬ 
tinued.  “The  strongest,  firmest,  most  sure  foundation  for  your  life 
is  a  personal  testimony  of  the  truth  that  God  lives,  that  he  speaks 
again  to  us,  and  that  he  cares  for  each  of  us.” 


Mrs.  Smith  said  the  way  to  establish  that  foundation  was  to 
test  the  gospel.  The  admonition  to  ask,  seek  and  knock  is 
repeated  13  times  in  the  scriptures.  “It  seems  to  be  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  detail  in  the  blueprint  for  living,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Smith  cited  an  example  from  the  early  days  of  the  LDS 
Church.  During  the  exodus  from  Missouri,  Eliza  R.  Snow  was 
walking  in  the  snow  trying  to  keep  warm. 

A  member  of  the  militia  said  to  her,  “Well,  I  think  this  will 
cure  you  of  your  faith.”  She  looked  back  at  him  and  replied,  “It 
will  take  more  than  this  to  cure  me  of  my  faith.” 

“They  had  a  personal  witness  that  the  gospel  was  restored,” 
Mrs.  Smith  said. 

Fundamentals  necessary 

Two  fundamental  principles  are  necessary  to  construct  one’s 
framework,  she  continued.  The  first  is  a  personal  quest  for  eternal 
perfection. 

The  second  is  giving  service  and  performing  acts  of  com¬ 
passionate  service,  she  said.  Holding  that  framework  together 
should  be  charity. 

“If  we  choose  this  sound,  basic  structure,  we  will  have  a  life 
with  endless  potential,”  Mrs.  Smith  said. 

“We  will  be  able  to  spend  our  lifetime  finishing  the  structure: 
completing  it,  furnishing  it,  enriching  it.  That  is  why  it  is  so  im¬ 
portant  to  have  a  blueprint.” 

Both  exterior  and  interior  finishing  must  be  included,  she  said. 
“The  finishing  work  in  building  a  life  is  never  completed. 

“Think  often:  the  beauty  of  the  house  is  order;  the  blessing  of 
the  house  is  contentment;  the  glory  of  the  house  is  hospitality; 
the  crown  of  the  house  is  godliness.” 


LDS  women  urged  to  understand  gospel

Mormon  women

This  would  include  los¬ 
ing  your  husband  to  a 
worldly  cause,”  said 
Mrs.  Cannon. 

“Day  by  day  I  deal 
with  differences  in 
women  in  the  way  they 
see  things  and  what  this 
does  to  their  lives,”  she 
said.  “The  things  that 
matter  most  must  not  be 
sacrified  for  those  that 
matter  least. 

“It  seems  to  me  that  it 


i  is  time  for  the  women  of 
the  church  to  behave 
with  a  sense  of  belonging 
instead  of  a  sense  of 
separateness,”  she  said. 

Mrs.  Cannon  said  one 
likeness  women  of  the 
church  share  is  the  hope 
and  promise  we  enjoy 
through  affiliation  with 
Christ’s  church  on  earth. 

She  said  being  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  LDS  church 
took  on  a  new  impor¬ 
tance  to  her  when  she 
was  touring  the 
Washington,  D.C.  tem¬ 
ple  before  its  dedication 
and  had  the  opportunity 
to  explain  the  ordinance 
of  baptism  to  a  number 
of  investigators. 

“I  come  to  you  with  a 
broken  heart,  a  broken 
heart  for  Sonia  Johnson. 
This  dear  sister  is  now 
unable  to  partake  of  the 
sacrament  because  she 
didn’t  understand  a  few 


basic  principles,”  said 
Mrs.  Cannon. 

Every  woman  of 
whatever  age  should 
throughly  understand 
the  sacred  act  of  bap¬ 
tism  because  they  can 
teach  the  blessing  of 
baptism  better  if  they 
understand  it,  said  Mrs. 
Cannon.  “To  our  non¬ 
member  friends  we  can 
be  eternally  helpful  if  we 
can  properly  explain  the 
purpose  and  symbolism 
of  baptism  as  well  as 
testify  ,of  Him  whose 
name  we  take  upon  us 
when  the  ordinance  is 
performed,”  she  said. 

It  is  important  that 
women  of  the  church  un¬ 
derstand  the  importance 
of  taking  the  name  of 
Jesus  Christ  upon  them¬ 
selves,  said  Mrs.  Can¬ 
non.  “His  Church  is 
named  after  Him  —  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ

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Snowfall  keeps  workers  busy

The  Microelectronics  Revolution  - 
and  how  you  can  be  oart  of  it.

Ever  wish  that  school  would  be  cancelled  due  to 
heavy  snow?  At  BYU  it  isn’t  likely,  according  to 
grounds  crew  supervisor  Roy  Peterman. 

The  grounds  crew  team  has  worked  day  and  night 
this  past  week  to  keep  the  sidewalks  clear,  streets 
open  and  parking  lots  accessible.  Snow  plows, 
blowers  and  a  large  shovel  brigade  have  been  going 
constantly  since  heavy  snows  hit  the  Wasatch  front 
Tuesday.  The  crew’s  goal  was  to  have  the  campus 
cleared  by  Thursday  evening. 

Approximately  100  full-time  and  student  em¬ 
ployees  are  scheduled  to  work  from  4  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
daily.  However,  when  massive  storms  hit,  the 
workers  are  busy  around  the  clock.  Peterman  said 
some  employees  had  not  slept  for  36  hours  straight. 

Calling  this  “the  worst  storm  in  years,”  Peterman 
said  because  such  storms  are  so  uncommon  it  would 
be  economically  unfeasible  to  have  more  equipment 
or  employees  than  are  currently  staffed.  “There  are 
385  acres  of  parking  lot  on  campus.  Every  machine 
has  been  on  the  road  and  every  employee  has  been 
working,”  he  said.  “We  could  have  held  night  school 
Tuesday  night,  but  the  administration  was  worried 
about  roads  off  campus.” 

“This  is  a  horrendous  job.  We  try  to  set  our 
priorities  straight  and  get  to  the  important  jobs  first, 
then  we  just  keep  working  at  it  till  the  snow  is  gone,” 
he  said. 

Steps  and  ramps  located  across  campus  are  the 
first  areas  to  be  cleared.  These  are  the  potentially 
dangerous  areas  to  students.  Several  accidents  have 
been  reported  in  these  areas  by  girls  wearing  high- 
heeled  shoes. 


The  grounds  crew  has  received  several  complaints

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from  students,  but  Peterman  said  he  feels  his  em¬ 
ployees  have  done  an  excellent  job,  considering  the 
amount  of  snow  received. 

“All  major  lots  were  cleared  during  the  day  Wed¬ 
nesday  except  for  a  few  less  frequently  used  ones  like 
the  Bean  Museum  lot  and  the  Marriott  Center  lots 
which  were  done  that  evening,  Peterman  said. 

Peterman  explained  there  is  no  policy  to  do  faculty 
lots  before  student  lots  as  some  camplaints  have 
charged,  but  said  those  lots  which  are  most  heavily 
used  are  cleared  first.  “We  take  the  lots  with  the 
most  traffic  first,”  he  said.  “The  administration 
building  has  the  most  traffic  so  that  lot  was  done 
first.” 

Peterman  said  many  lots  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  cleared,  but  said  snow-packed  lots  can  not  be 
scraped  down  to  the  pavement  without  causing 
damage  to  the  surface  of  the  lot. 

Mike  Allen,  an  area  supervisor,  said,  “Students 
must  realize  that  it  is  difficult  to  clear  a  parking  lot 
when  it  is  full  of  cars.  Many  students  have  left  stalled 
or  stuck  cars  in  the  parking  lot,  and  this  makes  it  im¬ 
possible  to  move  the  snow.” 

Allen  says  his  crew  cannot  please  everybody,  but 
they  are  trying  hard.  Most  of  the  employees  worked 
solid  from  4  a.m.  until  midnight  Tuesday.  “The  stu¬ 
dents  work  hard  and  they  do  a  good  job,”  said  Allen. 
The  job  is  not  easy,  and  many  students  find  it  is  too 
difficult.  One  student  who  was  hired  this  week, 
worked  one  hour  and  threw  his  shovel  down  and  quit, 
Peterman  said.  “There  is  a  large  turnover  in  em¬ 
ployees,  but  the  majority  are  good  hard  workers.” 

Allen  pointed  out  that  the  BYU  crew  was  still 
shoveling  when  the  University  of  Utah  closed  its 
doors  on  Tuesday  at  noon  because  of  the  excessive 
snow.

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Shakespeare's  'finest play' 
story  of  dutiful  vengeance

William  Shakespeare’s  “Hamlet,”  a  classic  tale  of 
dutiful  vengeance,  is  considered  by  many  to  be  the 
most  interesting,  and  perhaps  finest  play  ever  writ¬ 
ten. 

For  the  last  160  years,  critics  have  competed  in  of¬ 
fering  their  two  cents  to  the  plot  of  “Hamlet’s” 
mystery.  “Hamlet”  has  been  dissected  time  and 
again  in  psychiatric  circles,  defended  by 
Shakespearean  purists,  and  reconstructed  by  troupes 
of  actors  around  the  world. 

In  reviewing  BYU’s  production  of  “Hamlet,”  I  offer 
no  services  as  an  interpreter.  Not  only  would  that  be 
wrong,  but  it  would  be  somewhat  like  mowing  a  lawn 
with  a  pair  of  scissors.  It  is  with  this  in  mind  that  I  go 
about  evaluating  the  production  of  this  work,  which 
opened  last  night  to  a  surprisingly  warm  reception  in 
the  Pardoe  Theater. 

Hamlet,  Prince  of  Denmark,  is  visited  by  the  ghost 
of  his  murdered  father,  the  king,  and  is  told  to  seek 
vengeance  for  his  death.  Hamlet’s  mother,  Queen 
Gertrude,  has  meanwhile  married  her  ex-husband’s 
brother,  Claudius,  who  is  now  king.  Something  is  cer- 
tanly  rotten  in  Denmark,  for  the  marriage  took  place 
only  three  weeks  after  the  ex-king’s  death.  Hamlet  is 
torn  by  the  obligation  to  kill  Claudius,  and  it  is  from 
this  that  the  events  of  the  play  rise.

Hamlet,  under  the  direction  of  Tad  Danielewski,'  is  a 
good  example  of  classic  storytelling  on  stage.  The 
spiral  is  the  event,  meshed  wth  the  supporting 
players,  without  whom  that  event  could  not  be 
brought  about. 

The  light  is  Peter  Brunt,  the  man  who  plays 
Hamlet.  It  is  rare  that  one  performance  casts  such  a 
large  shadow  over  an  entire  show.  But  the  powerful, 
believable,  and  lively  performance  of  Mr.  Brunt  is 
precisely  what  makes  this  production  so  interesting. 
In  one  scene  he  is  brought  before  Claudius  to  confess 
to  the  murder  of  Polonius  (Nyle  Smith).  His  feigned 
madness  and  affected  gestures  were  a  particular 
delight  to  the  audience. 

His  interpretation  of  Hamlet  is  sympathetic,  torn 
wholly  by  circumstance.  Under  his  persuasion, 
myself  and  the  audience,  I  feel,  were  intrigued  and 
perhaps  even  awed  by  his  performance.  All  of  the 
supporting  performances,  though  varied,  deserve 
mention. 

Lora  Lark  Phillips  as  Ophelia,  and  Nyle  Smith  as 
her  father,  Polonius,  created  characters  of  merit. 
Judith  Piquet  as  Queen  Gertrude  displayed  the 
maturity  necessary  to  handle  a  part  of  this  calibre. 
John  S.  Huntington’s  Rosencrantz  was  another 
audience  pleaser.  Tom  Nibley,  however,  seemed  a  lit¬ 
tle  out  of  place  as  Claudius.  Though  he  created  a  very 
interesting  character  it  is  questionable  that  royalty 
was  meant  for  him. 

The  set,  designed  by  Eric  Fielding,  is  among  the 
most  atmospheric  I  have  seen  on  the  Pardoe  stage. 
Constructed  of  staircases  and  large,  castle-like/walls, 
it  serves  many  purposes. 

The  revolving  stage  contributes  to  one  of  the  most 
memorable  scenes  in  the  play.  Pursuing  his  father’s 
ghost  (Oscar  Lee),  Hamlet  runs  up  the  center  stair¬ 
case,  the  stage  in  motion  all  the  while.  Eerie 
background  music  adds  to  this  and  many  other 
scenes. 

The  show  does  have  its  problems.  Keeping  a  steady 
pace  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  play,  it  begins 
to  drag  midway  through  the  fourth  act  and  on  into 
the  fifth,  when  we  are  introduced  to  three  new,  and 
not  very  interesting  characters. 

On  the  whole,  this  production  is  minimally  confus¬ 
ing,  and  should  provide  enjoyment,  even  to  non- 
Shakespearian  fans.  The  performances  are  lively,  the 
action  is  plentiful,  and  the  production  is  handsome 
indeed. 


Enrollment  down 
for  modern  dance

Recent  advances  in  the  science  of  literary  detection  and  author¬ 
ship  identification  have  shown  that  every  writer  leaves  a  distinc¬ 
tive  "linguistic  fingerprint"  or  "wordprint"  in  his  habits  of  usage  of 
the  filler  words.

3.  The  writers  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  frequently 
quoted  others.  If  these  quotes  are  verbatim,  the 
number  of  authors  is  greatly  multiplied.

We  believe  that  the  answers  we  found  to  these  questions  demon¬ 
strate  that  Joseph1  Smith  did  not  write  the  Book  of  Mormon  and 
that  his  story  of  the  origin  of  the  book  is  the  only  one  which  would 
account  for  our  results.

Solons  debate  smelly  problem;

City  folks  may  prefer 
Chanel  No.  5,  but  if  they 
want  to  live  next  door  to 
farm  folks  they 
shouldn’t  complain 
about  the  fragrance  of 
“Corral  No.  5.,”  Sen. 
Eldon  A.  Money  told 
Utah  senators  Thurs¬ 
day. 

After  some  serious  but 
often  laughter- 
producing  debate,  the 
Senate  agreed  with 
Money  and  passed 
House  Bill  11.  The  bill 
prohibits  the  declaration 
of  certain  agricultural 
activities  as  nuisances. 

Senate  President 
Miles  Ferry,  D-Corinne, 
had  labeled  the  bill  the 
“Corral  No.  5  issue”  at 
the  outset  of  the  debate. 

Apparently,  many 
residents  of  new  subdivi¬ 
sions  built  near  farms 
have  complained  about 
farm  odors  and  the  bill 
was  the  farmers’ 
response  to  the  com¬ 
plaints. 

Money,  a  Spanish 
Fork  farmer,  was  the 
major  Senate 

spokesman  for  the  bill 
sponsored  by  Rep.  Ray 
S.  Schmutz,  R-St. 
George. 

“In  Spanish  Fork 


ve  been  hauling 
manure  out  on  these 
roads’  for  years,  but  then 
homes  moved  in  and  the 
Highway  Patrol  says  to 
stop  using  the  roads. 
The  dairyman,  he’s  got 
to  get  that  out  of  there 
unless  he  wants  to  go  un¬ 
der  five  feet  deep,” 
Money  explained. 


Sen.  A.  Dean  Jeffs,  R-

Tracts  shower  Cuba; 
distributors  captured 


GLENDALE,  Calif.  (AP)  —  Two 
men  who  were  forced  to  land  their 
damaged  plane  in  Cuba  after  dropping  . 
Christian  anti-communist  leaflets  over 
the  island  have  been  sentenced  to  24 
years  in  prison  there,  and  the  State 
Department  says  there  is  little  hope  of 
getting  them  out. 

Ophelia  White  visited  her  husband, 
Walter  Thomas  White,  32,  in  his 
Havana  prison  cell  early  this  month 
and  said  she  is  worried  about  his 
health. 

“He  had  surgery  two  months  before 
his  trip  and  they  removed  cancer  from 
his  stomach,”  said  Mrs.  White,  a  Glen¬ 
dale  resident  who  was  born  in  Costa 
Rica.  “He  is  supposed  to  have  a 
checkup  every  three  months,  but  he 
said  they  took  him  to  a  doctor  only  the 
first  month.” 


White  and  the  pilot  of  the  small 
plane,  Melvin  Bailey,  32,  of  Newport 
News,  Va.,  landed  at  Manzanillo, 
Cuba,  last  May  when  their 
navigational  equipment  failed  in  a 
storm  and  they  ran  out  of  fuel. 

“They  had  flown  from  the  Bahamas, 
dropping  leaflets  over  Cuba,  and  they 
were  on  their  way  to  Jamaica,”  said 
Mrs.  White. 

The  men  were  not  injured  in  the  for¬ 
ced  landing.  But  when  Cuban 
authorities  searched  their  plane  they 
found  some  of  the  6,000  leaflets  which 
White  had  been  dropping  from  the 
low-flying  plane. 

On  Nov.  16  they  were  tried  and  sen¬ 
tenced  to  four  years  for  illegal  entry 
and  20  years  for  acts  against  the  state.

There  are  dif¬ 
ferences  of  opinions  concerning  some  of  the  programs. 


Utah  deliberating  sex  education

Planned  Parenthood 
programs  in  public 
schools  raise  questions 
concerning  the  validity 
of  easing  sex  problems 
among  students,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education. 

In  a  meeting  held 
earlier  this  month  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  both 
pro’s  and  con’s  were 
voiced  on  the  need  for  a 
youth  advocate 
program,  using  fellow 
school  peers  as  coun¬ 
selors  on  birth  control 
and  sex  related  issues 
among  teenagers.  The 
meeting  ended  with  the 
board  taking  no  official 
position  on  the  issue. 

Parts  of  the  meeting 
were  broadcast  on  many 
of  the  local  television 
stations,  focusing  on  op¬ 
ponents’  viewpoints. 

Jonathan  Lysenko,  a 
student  at  Timpview 
High  School,  said  the 
Planned  Parenthood 
Association  of  Utah 
“promotes  deterioration 


of  the  family  unit,  an  in¬ 
terest  in  pornography 
and  homosexuality.” 

According  to  Michael 
Chulada,  executive 
director  for  the  Planned 
Parenthood  Association, 
the  information  that 
Lysenko  used  on 
homosexuality  as  a  , 
sanctioned  method  of 
birth  control  was  taken 
from  an  old  memoran¬ 
dum  by  Fredrick  Jaffe 
expressing  voluntary 
and  coercive  methods  of 
birth  control. 

“The  dissertation  was 
merely  a  paper 
searching  all 

possibilities  of 
preventing  conception. 

It  was  not  methods  that 
we  or  Jaffe  condoned,” 
Chulada  said. 

The  controversial 
association,  based  in  . 
Salt  Lake  City,  is  trying 
to  institute  a  youth  ad¬ 
vocate  counseling 
program  in  the  public 
school  system. 

Chulada  explained 
that  the  advocate 
program  trains  teams  of 


youths  to  give  direction 
to  interested  friends  on 
interpersonal  relations, 
drugs  and  sexuality. 

However,  Lysenko 
said,  “The  counseling  is 
the  opposite  of  what  we 
need.  They  tell  us  how  to 
prevent  pregnancy,  but 
they  don’t  discourage 
immorality  —  just  ways 
to  get  around  it.” 

Planned  parenthood  is 
a  private  non-profit 
organization  with  50 
percent  of  its  funds  sub¬ 
sidized  by  the  federal 
government  and  the  rest 
from  fees  and  fund  rais¬ 
ing. 

The  association  spon¬ 
sors  many  workshops  on 
youth  decisions,  parent- 
to-child  relations  and 
when  to  have  children. 
They  also  carry  out  in¬ 
fertility  and  cancer 
checks. 

“If  we  were  as  bad  as 
we  have  been  accused  of 
being,  I  wouldn’t  be 
working  here,”  said 
Chulada.  “We  are  really 
here  to  help  on  impor¬ 


tant  problems  faced  by 
everyone.” 

Lysenko  explained 
that  the  tactics  of  plan¬ 
ned  parenthood  are  “like 
someone  teaching  a  lit¬ 
tle  boy  about  driving; 
giving  him  the  keys  and 
sending  him  out  in  a  car. 
You  can  bet  an  accident 


will  happen  because  he 
is  not  emotionally  ready 
for  it.” 

Lysenko  got  involved 
. in  the  planned 
parenthood  issue 
through  submitting  an 
essay  on  it  in  a  contest 
sponsored  by  the 
Knights  of  Columbus. 


Hearing  sought 
by  former  M.D. 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Former  Utah  state 
medical  examiner  Dr.  Serge  Moore  filed  a  petition 
Thursday  seeking  a  state  hearing  to  clear  him  of 
allegations  he  was  improperly  licensed  as  a  medical 
doctor. 

The  action  followed  a  statement  by  Salt  Lake 
County  Attorney  Ted  Cannon,  who  said  Wednesday 
his  office  was  considering  a  civil  suit  against  Moore  to 
recover  salary  paid  him  during  his  six -year  stint  as 
medical  examiner  between  1973  and  1978. 

Cannon’s  office  has  conducted  a  two-year  in¬ 
vestigation  of  Moore’s  medical  credentials. 

Moore’s  petition  to  the  state  Department  of 
Registration  detailed  his  educatiop,  medical  training 
and  qualifications  for  licensure  as  a  physician  in 
Utah.
